Choose City Managers 


The city-manager plan has become 
the most popular form of govern 
ment in the nation’s larger cities. In 
cities with more than 25,000 people 
three forms of government are in use 

City-manager plan (205 cities) 
Voters elect a council. The council 
hires a city manager. He runs the 
city government and chooses heads 
of city departments (such as the fire 
department and health department 
He is somewhat like a store manage 
who is hired to run the store. Those 
who favor this system say it provides 
a businesslike and efficient govern 
ment 

Mayor-council (203 cities): Voters 
elect a mayor and members of a 
council. The mayor heads the cit) 
government and the council makes 
the laws (somewhat like the Presi- 
dent and Congress in our nation ) 

Commission (95 cities): Voters elect 
commissioners. They make laws and 
also divide up among themselves the 
running of the city departments 

Brockton, Mass.; Zanesville, O 
Champaign, Ill, and Provo, Utah 
(cities over 25,000 population) and 
60 smaller communities adopted the 
city-manager plan this year. Alto 
gether more than 1,360 communities 
with 28,000,000 people have

White traders built forts along the

Most of the Europeans stayed only 
a short time. There were two reasons 
for this. One was that the hot and 
swampy coast uncomfortable 
and unhealthy.
